His injtance is, tnat Chriſtianity could not have been introduc'd, had- 
the Pagan Laws been Executed ; by which Parallei he would warrant 
Popery to be the true Chriſtianity , and tine Proteſtant the Heathen Veric- 
cutors; Laws for Idolatry cannot bind, therefore Laws againtt it cannot 
a Verv ſtrange Laterence, and 1 allow that a Lawful Authority by exceed- 
ing their jult zounds, may act unlawfully, but the Legiſlative power 
cannot, fince all over the World the Supream power ever was abtolute, 
be it in One or More. He fays no Man is obliged tommaintain aReligion that 
is not true, be it never ſo Legally Eitabliſhed : So that is but faving the 
Proteitant Religion | is not true, and His Majeſty, notwithſtanding His re- 
peated ingagements, 1s no longer bound to protect it. For in the words 
of our Reflector 'ts an abſurdity and impicty to do fo.

Nor do thoſe Laws deprive the King of the ſervice of 
any of his Subiects abſulutely; fince all men if they, pleaſe may Capaci- 
tate themiclves for Wy ment. If the High Cmomiſtion Court be at an 
Ind, Magdalen Colledge and the Piſhop of London reſtored, we may 1n 
all appearance thank the honeſty and Cautionof ſomeof its worthy Mem- 
rs, and ihe Noiſe of what our Reflector calls the Prince of Orange's In- 
vation ; though fome will {ay,a diicent upon England made by a Prince of 
the Blood, Married to the Eldeſt Daughter of the preſent King, upon the 
invitation of many Lords both Spiritual and Temporal, and of the con- 
ſiderable Gentry, Commonalty of all Countics, might hare deſerved a fairer 
Name. Nor ought any man to complain if his honeſt Neighbour break 
violently into his houle at a time'when his Family cry out Fire or Mur- 
ther; the Common obligation of humanity, and a due care of their own 
preſervation, exact no lefs of them. But this Paper is not intended for a 
vindication of the Prince, | will therefore return to my Reflector again,
